We published last week au article 


upon the'feeing system as practised in 
Newport and probably moat other 
watering places. The evil has grown 
very rapidly within the last four years 
and we called attention to the fact 
simply for the"purpose of, if possible, 
breaking it up, for we believe that such 
a system of doing business is harmful 
to Newport We did not write at ran- 
dom in the statements made; the~Mj£H- 
cuiiv is not in the habit of saying 
things for the purpose of making a 
sensation; we leave that kind of writ- 
ing to our illustrious contemporary. 
We had the factt before us when we 
wrote and can give names and evi- 
dence if,we choose that will satisfy 
the most determined non-believer, that 
the feeing system is practised to a 
greater extent than will redound to the 
benefit of the city. Our plain state- 
ment of facts, as we supposed would be 
the cnse, called . out indignant denials 
from sorne who have had a hand in the 
business' as well as from some who 
carry on their business in the old-fash- 
ioued honest . manner. Among • the 
latter is tho'. well known firm of'C.* 
Sherman &. Co. No one would ever 
suspect'them of conducting their busi- 
ness on any but strictly up-right prin- 
ciples. We, however, willingly give the 
surviving member of the firm the ben- 
efit of a free advertisement in which to 
free his mind on that subject. The 
lost aiid perhaps the least important 
denial comes from our esteemed con- 
temporary the Daily "News. We believe 
it is currently understood that the man- 
agers of that sheet will deny anything- 
if they are paid for it. Their denial 
however, proves too much. In the 
first place they virtuously protest 
against the idea ever licing thought of 
that a Newport merchant should do 
such a thing and in the, second place 
admit that such a thing had been done, 
but that the merchants had first cor- 
rupted the innocent servants by oiler- 
ing them fees. How do the merchants 
whom they pretend to defend like the 
idea of being made the aggressors in 
this kind of business? Now we know, 
and so does the Daily News, or at 
least they ought to know it, that the 
feeing system exists in Newport. .We 
know, too, that the merchants of the 
city were not the instigators in this 
kind of business. It is a'fact suscoptr 
able of proof that the servants of many 
of our wealthy residents are in league 
with each other to defraud their mas- 
ters. It can also be proved and in 
more instances than one, that where 
the merchant has refused to fee the 
servants a systematic attempt has been 
made to injure the goods furnished so 
that their masters in some instances 
have been compelled to buy elsewhere. 
There are, or have been, summer resi- 
dents in this place who know that tl^ey 
were systematically fleeced by the ser- 
vants, yet have submitted to it rather 
than attempt to right the matter by 
discharging them and be compelled to 
submit to the tender mercies of a new 
force, which for aught they know- 
might be worse than those discharged. 
Tliis state of tilings is not peculiar to 
Newport. 'It is one. of the evils that 
the rich, those especially who employ 
a large retinue of servants, are liable to 


. .be compelled to submit to whether 


they are in Newport or in New York or 
Boston. It is only by a, combined 
effort on the part of those employing 
many servants that this petty robbery 
in their own households can be broken 
up. And there is probably no class of 
people more .desirous of having it 
•broken up than the merchants who 
cater to the summer .trade.

The other members, however, of the 
toard attended the Indian meeting, namely 
Mr. Henry ti.-Marquand, Mr. Arthur H. Em- 
tuons, Rev. Mr. Emerson, Rev. Mr Peet, Rev. 
Mr. Randolph, and Mr. A. O. D.. Taylor, all of 
whom occupied the platform. The meeting 
was called to order by Mr. Marquand, who made 
a brief and an effective speech admitting the 
apathy which had too long existed on the sub- 
let, and stating from personal knowledge of 
ndlan matters obtained by travel and inquiry. 
iow pressing was the need of saving the abori- 
ginal tribes from destruction by unscrupulous 
and jobbers and lawless settlers. He intro- 
duced as the speaker of the day, General Ann- 
trong, the Principal of tun Indian Normal and 
Agricultural Institute at Hampton, Virginia. 
General Armstrong described the extensive re- 
flon of the Indian Territory occupied by civi- 
ized Indians who conform In dress, usages, and 
even in the elegancies of life—such as the uae 
of the piano—to the white race. The Indians 
t>e In comfortable houses, and most of them 
are .farmers but many of them storekeepers. 
Their towns and villages have government 
schools and churches as well as other houses of 
worship and educational establishments sup- 
wrted by lending denominations, Episcopalian 
Hethodlat, and Presbyterian, &c. Their land is 
held tribally, the practical meaning of which Is 
tliat an Indian may stake off and sell, as much 
and as he likes, if he atop* within a quarter of 
a mile of his neighbor. Thus in many ways, he 


much more easily circumstanced than his 


white compeen In the same walks of life, for 
le has no taxes to pay, gets his land for nothing 
his churches for nothing, and his children edu- 
cated for nothing. The usual result followi 
namely a moral and physical condition of pau- 
>erization or total dependence on extraneous 
ild. Tills strikes at the root of manly Indepen- 
ienue, and progress, and therefore General 
Armstrong considered most of thin outwardly 
[air condition of matters, as hollow and on a 
false basis, sure to crumble away at the firm 
touch of sclf-supjwrting civilization. The gov- 
ernment system was also much abused by fam- 
lies who perhaps had the least possible drop of 
Indian blood in their veins, through some re- 


marriage, but that was sufficient to give 


them fuM legal claiina as Indiana, claims which 
they and their relatives pushed to their utmost 
extent. Thus it was that many who were vir- 
tually white men and women, educated people, 
were notoriously enjoying tlie government 
Hops intended for the uneducated and compar- 
atively helpless Indian. 


Different tribes evinced different particulari- 


ties. The Apaches for example were born war- 
iors. They pointed, and truly, to the fact that 
they had «ucecsnfully fought the armies of 
Mexico and the United States. 
Thou 
_tlie 


Sioux wore a brave and hardy race, more capa 
blc of self-restraint, and were pliant to wise 
counsel.' Looking at the Indian iu his men- 
tal and moral nature, an element of lionor, 
and a detestation of lying, were to In) found, 
wliiuii formed an excellent ground-work f< 
spiritual appeal. The recognition of an all- 
niling Spirit was universal,and, in many ways, 
religious motives found ready access to tho In- 
dian's mind.' Hi!) Ixidy was weak in tlie region 
of the lungs, and therefore Indians were i>ori- 
lously liable to pulniuiiic affections.

seemed strange, when we licnr in mlnjl that as 
horsemen in battle, and as swift nmfers in the 
clmse, they arc tlie superior of the whke nici 
Yet though the fnll-bluodud Indiana seem like- 
iy to die out gradually, intermarriage with the 
whites is multiplying the half-breeds rapidly 
and this mixture of the red and white races is 
, 
line a healthy and vigorous olTsnring 


apparently well calculated to meet all the 
strain of civilized life. In education, the In- 
iliana arc eager to learn, and when they have 
once become imbued with the love of Knowl- 
edge, they never relapse Into barbarism. Tills 
liaslieen amply proved both at the schools ol 
Hampton, Carlisle and elsewhere. The cm 
oial point was, and one that must speedily Ire 
settled, Is to stop the stealing by whites of the 
red men's land. The Imrder whites are aggres- 
sive, us the iielghltoring Indians hold by treaty, 
many most fertile and wautiful regions. Some 
fair measures must be devised by Congress 
to preserve the spirit of all old treaties, but to 
modify their provisions in the interest of the 
Indians themselves, co as to give them the 
universal right of holding land in severally, of 
their getting justly paid for land when thej 
wish to sell; and in fine, some general i>olfcy 
must !»c adopted by which the Reservation sys- 
tem and exclusiveiiess, must gradually give 
way to identification and inclusion with the 
rest of the inhabitants of this country. There 
Is no time to he mat. 
\ 
The second chair was taken by Assistant 


Iftahop Potter, who then addressed the meet 
in". HO ttrst bore testimony to the faithful 
and efficient work carried on by deneral Ann 
strong himself, nnd then urged the claims of 
the Indian Hi gilt a' Association on the attentfoi 
of his audience, requesting thum'to give a 
practical proof of their interest by joining the 
Newport branch which was now fully organ 
Izcd. He addressed himself specially to the 
wealthy and influential, many of whom were 
present, and who naturally found In Newport 
relief from the heat of great cities, or refresh 
incut to health; and pointed out that we cannot 
sever ourselves in our consciences, from our 
resiKHwibilhy to our fellow-men, and that tlie 
voice of humanitv sounds al>ove all the tones 
of pleasure and relaxation, demanding—ax in 
tliis inatancc-our prompt aid and ouriiynipa 
thy. Coming as he just had come, from wit 
ncasinjr the sorrow of an afflicted mourner l>c 
reft ofher only son, he felt that the serious am 
solemn side of life was always that side whicl 
hid within it the deepest truth and the bright- 


At the 'conclusion of Hisliop Potter's elnquwi 
speech, a joint vote of thank* to him and to 
General Aniutnmp waa moved by Mr. Taylor 
as Pmtflent of the Ncwimrt Krancli of the As- 
sociation. Tills was carried by acclamation 
and the meeting, which was largely attended 
ehleflv by ladies, adjourned. 
Wcleani with pleasure tlmt the ladies of the 
"Wonian'H National Indian Afwoctation" con 
trihntcd thHr influence in various ways to this 
meeting* The Woman's Society aim more ape- 
cillcally at the amelioration of the rfw/iw r|f In 
dian women*fn their own homes, and at direct 
Christian inTwloiiary effort; Imt thcM objCCW 
range themselves side by side with those more 
attgrewivc ones contemplated by the Indiar 
Rights' Association, namely: the assertion o 
equal law nnd Justice, the legislative enactment 
of sound land meanure*, andthe unlrersal edit 
cation oft Indian lioy* anil pirlij, all pointing: to 
the aradual awimilation and cUiMnship of the 
Indian. It is gratifying to see the two Socje- 
tie* thus working harmoniously together. w« 
mnsl not omit to mention that at th* com 
menoetnflnt of the meeting at tl» Ca*Jno Thea- 
tre, Mr. Kinmon*. the SMretanr, read 'two tot- 
tew apoloF1110^ for ab«nM.;T4e one WM fron 
Senator Chace, of Providence, who hail hoped 
to iw present, and the otlier was a most impor 
tant one from Senator Dawet, of Massachu 
MttH, who wan to have been on« of th« spf ak 
en. Senator I>awes In an acknowledged mas- 
ter of the Indian (mention, and his letter(whicl 
we have not space to print tv>-day) was an ad 
tnlrfthtenne.

Hop Crop. 


Hop growers naturally feel blue over 


tlie situation. 
Over-production lias 


brought prices down so that hops are 
lower now than they have been in ten 
years. The total exports for the sea- 
son at this time last year were upwards 
of 73,000 bales, while only a little over 
a third of that number has been sent 
this year. Favorable crop advices come 
from all parts of the country as well :is 
from Germany and England. It will be 
remembered that in May of 1SP2 hops 
sold for twenty-six cents a pound, and 
during- the year prices continued to ad- 
vance, until in November they reached 
$1.10, the highest mark ever attained 
in this country. The failure of the Eng- 
lish crop was the cause assigned for 
this boom, but the real reason was un- 
doubtedly a combination of speculators. 
One of the results was to cause the 
brewers to use less hops and more sub- 
stitutes, which, owing to their cheap- 
ness, they continued to employ. Anoth- 
er result was to lead the fanners to in- 
crease their hop acreage, and to attract 
many new men to the business of hop- 
raising, both at home and abroad, thus 
bringing about nn increased supply and 
a diminished de.naud.—[Am. Cultivu-

It seems to be needed. Most kinds of 
manures are not so effervescent in their 
effects as this suggestion implies. If 
applied.-iu the spring, there is little or 
no loss except the plant food used be- 
fore fall. A moment's reflection would 
show the impracticability of manuring 
a growing crop even once in a season on 
a large scale. It would not pay, if it 
were prncticable. 
How wagons arid 


teams could be driven through a growing 
field of corn even once without injury is 
a question hard to answer. A little ma- 
nure distributed by hand would not 
amount to enough to pay the trouble. 
The better way is to manure heavily be- 
fore planting. Then with hoed crops 
even cultivation through the season 
makes the manure more available, and 
IK in effect the same as adding to its 
quantity. After a crop is planted, cul- 
tivation will answer every purpose of 
manuring. If it does not, the fact only 
shows that the field was not in the right 
condition to he planted. 


Agricultural Notei and Hinti. 


One who has given ita thorough trial 


reports that hen lice will 'not trouble 
the fowls where sassafras poles are used 
for perches. Of c mrsc the droppings 
should be removed frequently, especial- 
ly during warm weather. Leaves and 
toughs of sassafran scattered around 
the henhouse will help destroy or at 
least scatter vermin.

FAIRY OMELET.—Tlie first thing to 


remember is to have a clean, smooth 
pan in which to make the omelet. A 
short-handled iron spider is best, as it 
is to be put into the oven. Omelet 
should be eaten as soon as cooked or it 
will become tough. The omelet must 
not be too large—four eggs will make 
as large an omelet as can well be cook- 
ed. Beat four fresh "eggs seperately; 
there will also be needed one cup of 
rich milk, one tablespoon of flour, and 
a pinch of salt.. Beat the yolks with 
an egg-beater, moisten the flour in a 
little of the milk and stir it till smooth, 
then add it to the yolks and stir it very 
gently the whites beaten very stiff. 
Do not beat it, but turn it over with a 
spoon until the whites are mixed evenly 
with the yolks; then add slowly the re- 
mainder of tho milk. Have ready a 
deep spider well buttered and just hot 
enough not to brown tho butter; pour 
in the omelet and cover it. Let it cook 
on the top of the stove until it is • set 
around the edges and you think it is 
browned sufficiently on the bottom, 
then place it in the oven about five 
minutes to cook the top. If cooked 
just right it .will, with the aid of a 
knife, easily slip on a platter, and 
should l>e folded together with the top 
inside.
